SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Lollypops March2001 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The content of the magazine primarily consists of photographic sequences showing 
females with young physical appearances posing in various states of undress and/or 
engaging in sex, accompanied by sexually explicit text. The magazine also contains 
numerous advertisements for sexually explicit products and services. 

The magazine promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes as outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The models in the magazine are clearly presented 
as young persons. As well as having young physical appearances, they have youthful 
demeanours and wear clothing, accessories, and hairstyles that make them appear 
aged in their mid-teens. Text accompanying these depictions focuses on the youthful 
characteristics of the females and cues the reader into perceiving them as young 
persons. The magazine encourages the reader to be sexually aroused by young 
persons and presents them as sexually desirable and viable sexual partners. 

The magazine also tends to promote and support the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct as outlined under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. It contains a number of 
advertisements depicting, and describing, women urinating in a sexual context and 
presents the use of urine in association with sexual conduct as sexually arousing. 
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As the publication meets criteria listed in s3(2) of the FVPC Act, it is therefore deemed 
to be objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the 
freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
However, in relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a 
reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. 
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
